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SAFETY IN TRAVELING. 


THE 
Pennsylvania ^Railroad, 
which 


claims to carry more passengers than any 
other system in the country, publishes the 
remarkable statement/mat of the 136,000,- 
000 passengers carried on its line in 1910 
not a single one was killed in a train ac- 
cident. The company makes a further 
claim that in the three years 1908-1910 
it hauled on its lines east of Pittsburg 371,- 
858,277 passengers, or more than four 
times as many people as there ,are in the 
United States, and that only one of them 
was killed as a result of a train wreck. 'In 
other words, the chance of a passenger 
losing his life in an accident was one out of 
about 370,000,000. 


No development in the recent history of 


American railroads is more gratifying than 
the steady decrease in the risk to human 
life. It is not long since American railwaysy 
had the unenviable distinction of killing and 
maiming more people in proportion to the 
numbers transported than the railways of 
any other nation. Indeed, the loss of life 
is still much greater here than in Europe, 
but the rate is steadily diminishing with the 
introduction of safety devices and a general 
improvement of track and rolling stock. 
Non-collapsible steel cars are being a'dded 
to the equipment of nearly every big sys- 
tem as rapidly as the demands of traffic 
will justify, and this innovation alone re- 
moves one of the most fruitful sources of 
danger 
the smashup of frail wooden 


coaches in .headon collisions. 


Both the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion and the various state governments are 
insisting on better provision for the protec- 
tion of life, and if the present tendency 
continues it will not be long until railroad- 
ing will become a comparatively safe busi- 
ness for employes as well as passengers. 


MEXICO AND THE MONROE 


DOCTRINE. 


» 


A DISPATCH from the City of Mexico 


says that in the opinion of Mexicans there, 
both officials and private citizens, the mob- 
ilization of American troops on the border 
does not presage an invasion. Americans, 
of whom'there are many in the Mexican 
capital, look upon it as a move to prevent 
filibustering and the smuggling of arms and 
ammunition across the border, and believe 
that to this extent it will help the Mexican 
government to suppress the insurrection. 


In considering the action of the Ameri- 


can Government it is well to remember 
that the United States is in honor bound to 
protect not only the lives and property of 
its own citizens in Mexico but those of Euro- 
pean residents as well. This obligation is 
not merely recognized but insisted upon by 
England, Germany, and the other Euro- 
pean nations that have given their ad- 
herence to the Monroe doctrine. In a sense 
it is their compensation for recognizing this 
cardinal principle of American foreign 
policy. 


Most people remember the Venezuelan 


controversy of 1895, when 
President 


Cleveland almost brought America and 
England to tlie verge of war by his insis- 
tence on the Monroe doctrine, L -ast of all 
are European nations likely to forget that 
episode, for it vitalized a policy which was 
in danger of becoming«a dead issue through 
want of a proper occasion for reaffirming 
it. England and Venezuela had got into a 
snarl over the determination of the boun- 
dary line between the lattercountry and 
British Guiana. 
President Cleveland, be- 


lieving that recognition of the British claim 
might mean the practical seizure of a strip 
of Venezuelan territory and therefore an In- 
vasion of the Monroe doctrine, insisted that 
the question be submitted to arbitration. 
The British government declined to ac- 
cede to this request, whereupon. President 
Cleveland proposed that a commission, to 
he appointed by himself, should determine 
the rights in the case. It was then he sent 
his famous "war message" to Congress, 
concluding thus: 


"\Vtocn such report in mud* and accepted, 


tt will. In my opinion, bo the duty of th« 
rnltfd States to re«Ut by ev*ry mean* In 
Its tower, at a wilful agfrcsslon upon It* 
rights and Interest*, the appropriation by

This plain threat of war had the desired 


effect, for the British executed a graceful 
backdown and acceded to every demand. 
But when the United States assumes the re- 
sponsibility of forbidding further European 
aggression in the Western hemisphere it 
cannot evade th.e responsibility of guar- 
anteeing the good behavior of the Latin- 
American governments. In other words, if 
it denies England's right to administer a 
spanking to a turbulent Latin-American re- 
public it must be ready itself to inflict the 
punishment when needed. 


Just now there is a rev- 


olution in Mexico which 
imperils foreign invest- 
ments of enormous value. 
Many of these are held 


by Americans, and of course the investors 
have the right to demand the protection of 
their own government. 
But sunder the 


Monroe doctrine as it is generally construed, 
both at home and abroad, any European 
government whose interests are involved 
aUo has the right to look to the United 
States for protection. This being the c,ase 
it is hardly likely that the action of the ad- 
ministration 'in massing troops on the Mex- 
ican border 5s misunderstood in Europe; 
indeed, it is more probable that if was done 
with the full knowledge, and perhaps at the 
suggestion of, Great Britain and perhaps 
one or two other governments. 


The possibility of an actual invasion of 


"Mexican territory by American troops is 
very remote, for if it were done without the 
consent of the Mexican government it 
would be construed as an act of war. But 
the moral effect on the insurgents of an 
army of 20,000 men within easy striking 
distance is likely to be altogether whole- 
some. 
It will be a continual reminder of 


the possibility of intervention in case for- 
eign property- is destroyed. 
At the same 


time the presence of the troops will aid the 
Mexican government by preventing the 
smuggling of war supplies and 'the depar- 
ture of filibustering expeditions. 


Doubtless these results could be attained 


•with the use of a much smaller force, but 
the lessons learned in military maneuvers 
are always more valuable when a large 
force is engaged than a small one. The 
present combination of circumstances has 
provided an unusual opportunity to test the 
efficiency of the army in mobilization and 
field maneuvers, and the War Department 
probably has acted wisely jn taking advan- 
tage pf it even at the risk of being accused 
of doing something sensational.

PROHIBITION DAYS IN COLORADO 
SPRINGS. 


To the Editor of The Gazette: 


So many prohibitionists in this and other states 


are BO cock-sure that they know all that is going 
on in a prohibition town and that they cannot 
be mistaken about prohibition being effective, when 
tho proper officials ore sincere, energetic and fear- 
less, that I Uke the liberty of giving a brief outline 
of what WAS going on in Colorado Springs during a 
period \\hcn e\er> prohibitionist in our village, so 
fur as I know, was congratulating himself on the now suffering for the nocesurle^ of 
absolute success of prohibition. Perhaps no one was 
surer of the fact, than the writer. 


Some of ni> prohibition friends have been very 


much amused owr the fact, admitted In my last 
letter, that we did not succeed in e.irly days In 
making our village a dry town. 
One person asked 


me ' Ho-n ionic! you expect a dry town, when your 
officials permitted a dozen a-u«zle-houses to exist?" 
A numuer ot persons have assured me that "pro- 
hibition is always a success, when a town has an 
honest, fearless judge and an efficient police force." 


Now, I suppose there were guzzle-houses, many 


of them, in our little village, after we prevented the 
open sale of liquor. But I must confess If there 
wer<>, I did not know anything about them. In my 
letter of March 2 it was the printer who made me 
speak about guzzle-houses. I wrote goRgle-housea. 
about which I did and do know considerable. 


A guzr.le-b.oune is a house to which a few friends 


have sent a few coses or barrels of liquor not for 
sale but, (as is done In our city today and most i 
likely In every prohibition town in the land), to be 
used In common, where they meet to have a good 
time. So long as people meet at such a house and 
their good time does not become a nuisance in the 
neighborhood, it Is very hard to see on what just 
ground, the authorities, however familialf with thf 
place and the members of the social set, could In- 
terfere. 
If the police can break up this kind of 


gathering, they can break up a prayer meeting} 
they can make America for Americans what Russia 
Is for Jews. 


A goggle-house is one in which the heads of the 


family are, before the public generally absolute pro- 
hibitionists. These heads attend church They sup- 
port liberally every good cause. For the sake of a 
jouthful sister, or cousin, they move reservedly in 
the best society of the neighborhood 
They are lo- 


cated in the most respectable portions uf the town. 
In a word they conduct themselves, as persons of 
limited means, yet as worthy, model citizens. 


Now let ins tell yuu, Innocent fathers, mothers 


life. 1 have been wondering If there 
were not some persons who would like 
wine and whisky for medicine, or who 
use them In their homes.'- Kecl'ng so 
sorry for the destitute children. I said' 
'I think I know some men, who use 
wine and whisky. Perhaps I can get 
them to buy some from you.' 'Oh, you 
must not say from me. I don't sell 
whisky. Itrother and sister are stron? 
prohibitionists. They would be dis- 
graced if they knew anything about 
such a transaction. They would not 
allow me to remain In tho house. Hut 
>ou might see If you can dispose of 
any. If you can, I will get him to 
bring over whatever you can dispose of 
a 'id I think he will give you 25 cents 
for every dollar's Tvorth >ou boll. You 
'see, he Is very hard up.' I wanted the 
spending money and I thought I would 
be keeping her friends from starving 
and from the cold. The first day 1 
tried, I mode o\er u dollar, and some 
wceki, I made two, three, four and five 
dollars."

A choir of 500 is to be organ- 
ized to sing national airs on the occa- 
sion, while for six days tlicre will be 
a historic pageant with- performances, 


'.. It Is estimated that between 10,000 


and 15,000 people can be accommodated 
lit the ancient castle at whose gates 
Edward 1 presented to the "Welsh peo- 
ple the first Prince Edward of Car- 
narvon. Outside the Eleanor gate 60,- 
000 inert spectators will be ranged oa 


, a specially erected stage. 


Carnarvon station as it stands is 


quite inadequate for dealing with such 
multitudes as will flock to the city In 
Us: week. Th« London and Northwest- 
ern Railroad .company has therefore 
decided to carry out 
an 
extensive 


scheme of enlargement-In order 
to 


cope with the extra traffic. 


It is anticipated that the company 


will run upwards of 50 special trains 
Into Carnarvon on the day of the in- 
vesture itself, while the excursion traf- 
fic during the whole week is certain 
to eclipse all previous records for the 
district. 
, 
Th» Royal Trip. 


No decision has yet been made as 


to the vessel -which is to be commlsr 
siuied to convey the king and queen 
to India in November, 


There is no precedent for such

voyage, as the eastern tours made in

ARMY OF POPE AT THE VATICAN 


UNDERGOING A REORGANIZATION 


By GEORGE DUFRE8NE. 


PARIS, March 11.—Military strate- 


gists are now discussing the plan of 
attack to be adopted by Germany In 
the event ot another war being waged 
•gainst France. This discussion Is 
motived by the Flushing fortifications 
and the question of Belgian neutrality. 


One writer today suggests that Bel- 


gian neutrality would not stop the 
Germans any more than a motorcar Is 
stopped at a level crossing. He sug- 
gests that some time before war WUB 
declared a small section of the Ger- 
man army would simulate an attack 
on the eastern frontier. 
Meanwhile 


the bulk of the army would pencrato 
Belgium and turn the French army to 
:he north in such a way as t» make an 
attack on the rear.

HOW SOME COMMON 


PHRASES ORIGINATED 


Did you ever stop to wonder how 


some of our slang expressions and 
other 
common 
phrases originated? 


Here are thc origins Of a few: 


Cheshire cats are no different from 


those of other countries, but because 
Cheshire cheoses used to be made Ju 
jthe shape of cats with fjxed. broad 
grins, 
thc >plirasc, "Grinning like a 


Cheshire 
cat eating cheese," arose, 


says Tit-Bit?. 


The phrase, "He's a brick." originated 


from an eastern ruler, who, while visit- 
Ing a neighboring principality, asked 
his host to show him the fortifications. 
Waving his hands toward his troops, 
which were drawn up in a soldierly 
array, the prince said to his guest: 
'These are my fortifications; 
every 


man is a brick." 


The phrase, "Mad as a hatter," Is 


simply a corruption of an ancient form, 
"Mad ae an atter, or adder." 


The clauac, 'It suits to a T," mean- 


jlng it fits exactly, la as old as the 
{familiar Instrument, tbe T-square or 
T-rule (so-called from'ils resemblance 
to the letter T), -used by tbe mechanics 
und draughtsmen for making angles 
trim, and for obtaining perpendiculars. 


Many people are shocked when they 


hear the expression so often used, "I 
don't care a dam." They think It is 
profane. 
The word "dam," however, 


when used with '1 don't care," Is not 
in thc least profane, and is equivalent 
to saying, "I don't care 2 cents." The 
dam Is a 2-cent piece current in India, 
and this phrase is of Indian Origin, and • 
was originally used to convey the idea 
that the user was utterly indifferent.

RESTORES A CHILD TO LIFE 


Lesion, 2 Kinga IV. 8-37. 


Golden Text, Roman* VI. 23.

Four stories 
in the ministry 
e£ 


Elisha are omitted In the scheme of our 
lesions. They are in order: Tha Ac- 
count of the he-iitig of the water* of 
Jericho; the mockery and destruction- 
of the children; a providing of watar 
for the armies In the camp-'gn agttnit 
Moab, and the multiplication of 
the 


oil for the supply of the necessities of 
tho widow. All these took placa dur- 
ing the reign of Jehoram. 


This particular story it a vary sta- 


ple one, full of interest in itself a* a 
revelation of the manifestation of t>»« 
power of God through his sec rant 
Elisha, but having litUe bearing on the 
history of the times save as it throws 
some incidental light on the prophtt 
himself. 


One of the first matters which ar- 


rests tho attention is tha rcveranc* In- 
which Elisha was held, as evidenced by 
the attitude of the woman of Sh«nvu 
towards him. Impressed by tat holi- 
new of lus character, aha latTlded 
hospitality for him as ha paned sjver • 
and .anon through Shunem, but htr 
approach to him was always character- 
ized by reverence; and tha action of 
G*haai, especially when he attempted 
to prevent her 
from 
touching tha 


prophet, rev?.ils the fact that ha waa 
held in awe by the people. 


The kind of life Elisha livad is «l?o 


Incidentally revealed. He was evident- 
ly Journeying with His servant through 
the country, visiting in all probability 
the schools of the prophets, and train- 
Ing them for the fulfillment of their 
ministry. In such Journeying he would 
always pass through Shunem, when 
going from Samaria, either to Jezrcel 
or to Carmel. 


His offer to speak for her to the 


or captain of the host in order 


to -procure any favor which she might 
desire, indicates a connection with the 
court, and an influence there Upon • 
grounds of friendship, and such 
as 


Elijah never knew. There can be very 
little question that the ministry of 
Elisha during these years was recog- 
nized and accepted by the king and 
the people. 


Of course, the' central light of' the 


story again reveals the man in his 
relationship 
with God. His speech 


and his actions, and especially In the 
hour of need his prayer to God, all re- 
veal him as one living In constant f*l- 
lowshlp with Jehovah. 


Tha Taaohing. 


It is Impossible to read this atory 


without feeling that Elisha h»<J an In- 
fluence In Israel which Elijah never 
had. He was more a man of the peo- 
ple, touching them, f»miiiar with thrnn. 
His pow«* was evidently felt at the ' J 
court, and his presence weteoma In tha 
homes. Among all people ha waa held 
In reverence. This la not for a moment 
to put Elisha into conUaat with myah 
to the disparagement of tha latter. 


had a special minion to- per- 


form, and the result of hla loyalty 
was the creation of the atmosphere In 
which It was possible for ratsha to do 
hla work for a time. 


The contrast between them In tern- • 


per and tone is most striking. At the 
same' time there is a marked similar- 
ity between the incidents la the course: 
of the two ministries, and this simi- 
larity Is strikingly set forth by Bishop 
Hall when he says: "Both, of them

Richard Burckhardt, an officer of one 
of the biggest prohibition 
societies, 


says that of 232 cases that came under 
Ms caro only 51 tva-e reported by the 
patients themselves. 


"Many of these serf letters asking 


for advice, with the idea that they 
could hide their Jdu-'tity. but others 
came, Inspired by our advertisements 
ana signs probabJr, rvlrh the last v es- 
tige of will powci they possessed," he 
says. "Muny a time, of course, they 


to take an extra drink or two to 


muster the nec*swy courage, but then 
they came, and thoy gave us all the 
Information we Tsantotl about them- 
selves with the moat astounding hon- 
esty and lack of hesitation. 


'A very small percentage of 
our 


cases are sent to us from institutions 
and charitable oreuotzations. By far 
the greatest numJw of visitors in the 
clinics are th* long-suffering wives of 
drunkards. 
"VVe f«t as much of tho 


family history from Them as we can — 
records, statistics and facts that will 
help us to get at the cause of the evil, 
whether It Is inherited or comes from 
unemployment, physical deficiencies or 
nervous disease. 
Then we send the 


poor woman home with the assurance 
that we will do the best we can and 
with our promise to keep her call a 
secret. 
We give her some general 


hints such as you see In these pam- 
phlets and placards and then we ask 
her to call again In a -week or so " 


Personal Contact 


Advice is easy to give, but m order 


to eee that U is followed the super- 
intendent of the clinic calls upon the 
erring husband. 


"Our method of attack varies," said 


the doctor of the Dubseldorf clinic. "A 
drunkard is not of necessity a danger- 
ous, v illainous fellow. He is most often 
genial kind hearted and intelligent 
when he is sober. But invariably he 
is weak willed, and liquor makes of 
him another man, tyrannous probably, 
ugly and brutish. 


'He docs not realize it of course un- 


til sobriety returns, and then he la all 
remorse and contrition again, That is 
the time for us to approach him. His 
wife lets us know when the proper 
nood is upon, hha and then we pay 
lim our call. 


"We may get kicked out the first 


:itne, but \ve come again and again un- 
til we are received with a little more 
cordiality. With all the information 
we have gathered about him from wife, 
employer, police and neighbor we take 
lim unawares and make him give us 
lis attention. 


"We can generally show him pretty 


clearly that everything he has suffered, 
lie poverty and misery of his home, 
his troubles with employer,' landlord 
or family, are all due to his fondness 
for drink, and If we m»ke our' state- 
ments emphatic enough, succeed in 
showing him what a waste of money, 
enei6) and nerve force drinking ia we 
ro*y move him to sign the pledge. Very 
>ften of course we fail to make any 
impression upun him. Then we threat- 
en him with tho power of the police 
and that usually works. We do not 
ike to resort to these forceful meas- 
ures, because It is a poor principle to 
work through fear, but sometimes we 
have to make the means Justify the 
>nd." 


There are over 60 clinics In Germany 


established by Individuals, prohibition 
societies or In connection with mu- 
nicipal charites. 
Eleven cties main- 


tain clinics of their own and others 
give financial support or co-operate In 
somtj other way. Usually the «UnIc oc- 
cuplb* a room in a public building and 
S sup«rte'?nded by a phjsiclan who 
gives practically all of his time to this 
work. 


At his disposal are usually the serv- 


ces of a Jawyer and a corps of social 
workers, the first to get the patient 
out of a scrape if necessary and the 
others to help the doctor In,tho -many 
charitable duties that devolve upon 


The doctor tries to keep In per- 


sonal touch with each of the patients 
submitted to his rare not only for a 


.. a month or a year but per- 


tnanently, 


The help ho brings Is of all kinds. 


Generally n« begins by patting the 
amily on Its feet If it has been dls- 
KJiessed he mfffces peace with the 
andlord. nays back bills if necessary 
or looks for new lodglngn The aislst> 
ants are sent to look after the home, 
o set the bouse In order. If nec*«sary 
the children are put Into the hands 
of the Children's Aid society and the 
father deprived of the right of gtiardl.

run with Application* There Is one 
man In IJcrHV t^» has non» but ex- 
convicts and ex-drunkards in his eni- 
plov, and Judging from his enthusiasm 
and hli commercial success his experi- 
ment was not ill advised 


The superintendent must be "a man 


with a soft heart, a clear head and .1 
strong hand," preferably a reformed 
drinxor himself, that he may better un- 
derstand tho needs of his patients and 
bring them u deeper •y.npathy. His 
work Is anything but satisfying In tho 
actual results he has to show and it is 
often discouraging^ He must ever Tie 
prepared for relapses even aft^er years 
of abstinence on the part of his pa- 
tient*, and he has learned never to 
count a man saved until he h«» ten 
years of non-alcoholic existence behind 
him, and even then he can't be sure. 


"\Ve can rejoice If 10 per cent stay 


cured," said one of the most Indefatiga- 
ble workers, "and even then we can 
only rejoice with inward fear and trem- 
bling. It only ha* iiis o«r cause to ex- 
aggerate the extent 
of our results. 


Often you will read accounts of »ijtt 
numbers saved. bu» they c*n't be tru*, 
for drunkenness is one of the most In- 
curable diseases there are and its ci - 
plications are untold." 


It is one of the principles of the 


superintendents of the clinics to Uj 
homo cure wheniver, it is possible, but 
when this falls they send the p«t1«nt» 
to Institutions mainlined in connec- 
tion with the clinics. There are per- • 
haps fifty of these in Oe*.n»ny, tit- 
uated in the counUr, in an old inn or 
• renovated farm house, accommorioHnf 
'from 20 to 180 patients

they are put under the-strict super vi- 
sion of a corps of trained wo«*-*t, 
medical and social, who do everything 
for them physically, spiritually Aa4 
psychologically that m»y be uecev»ry

For a period of six months or more 


they are transported to another „,»]£ 
away from the court of King Alcohol, 
where they have a cl«»a« pfoce to live 
in. clean food, clean clothes ««id regu- 
lar work. The latest method* «<1opted 
In sanitarium* for persons suZfealug 
from nervous diseases are adopted here. 
Including the "duration baths." in 
which gently flowing warm wat«- js 
supposed to wwthe and quiet 
the 


nerves of the patient .who sits In it for 
an hour or more according to his needs. 


When he is strong enough and capa- 


ble of working he Is kept busy a good 
part of the day working on the roads 
and in the fields. Fresh air plays an 
important part In the cure. 


Following Him Up. 


It is when the patient 
ig released 


from the institution that the crisis oc- 
curs. E'or in isolation under surveil- 
lance, with temptation not even around 
the corner, it is not difficult even for 
the most weak willed creature to live 
a life of prescribed routine and so- 
briety. But once he Is away from the 
continuous influences of 
prohibition 


ideas and environment the old aempta- 
tions regain their force. 


In order to minimize this danger the 


workers of the 
prohibition societies 


have added a third link in the chain 
that is to bind the former drunkard 
to a reformed life; the clinic, the in- 
stitution, the prohibition society, that 
Is the order. Before he Is allowed to 
leave the Institution every arrangement 
Is made, every paper Is ready to sign, 
so that there is no interval between 
his release and his initiation into the 
membership of an anti-alcoholic organ- 
ization. Once the pledge is signed 
there is some hope that the patient will 
stay a little longer on the new path 
that has been pointed out to him. 


In order to help him live up to hi* 


" :e he is put under the direct care 


friendly soul who becomes guar- 
protector and adviser e.&b<ior- 
to him and Ws family. Through

sons in Germany in need of refoiui 
from habits of drinking are the men. 
The number of women cared for at 
the clinics is much stnAljer than tb-xt 
of the men. but each case presents a 
much more difficult problem, the su- 
perintendents all ag.ee. The psycho- 
logical proposition th*t women are 
more Intense and passionate in every- 
thing they think *rd feel and do is 
confirmed by the experiences of the 
workers In thl» Held. The deaconesses 
of the "Blaue Kreuz," who have most 
of the dealings with the women, find 
their regeneration flifflcult 


Certain we« that are thrown out at 


the very start as not worth the pain*. 
the time and the cost of the cure are 
those which involve a hereditary f«Ul- 
ng. Here the care is given rather to 
the children, whom it Is sought to pro- 
*ct from acquiring a taste for drluK. 
Other preventive measures used by the 
prohibition societies ar& the distribu- 
tion of anti-alcohol literature in schools 
and colleges, a traveling exhibit pur- 
porting to show the tremendous con- 
sumption of b«er. Ha cost and its small 
nutritive value, and, milk booths set 
up in the streets where milk, tea, cof- 
fee or non-alcoholic beverages may be 
bought for the price of beer. 


The cost of a cure is estimated at 1 


marks a day and is partly paid by the 
'Kranken Kassen." the government akk 
fund, into which every laborer has to 
pay his weekly premium.

understood 


among patrons of hotels and restau- 
rants that wine can be made of any- 
thing, but it remains for some of the 
ingenious and artistlvally dishonest 
Italians of New-York to develop the 
trade of aping bottles and labels to 
mnk'e them correspond with the sup- 
posed vintage within. H U M . fact, hoiv- 
ever, that spiders are specially bred 
for this purpose, and the dust and lint 
of the long 
unmolested 
wine vault, 


mingled with hoary cobwebs and dim- 
lettercd labels, can be furnished over- 
night Just as easily as the claret that 
fills, the bottles can be made in the 
*ame length of time by the judicious 
mingling of logwood, water, 
« 
little 


alcohol and a flavor of grape essence. 


When one stops to consider how 


simply the aging process :can be ac- 
complished and how many hundred per 
••ent It adds to the selling price of what 
would otherwise be a very cheap wine, 
it is not at all surprising that the trade. 
Is resorted to und that Its devotees 
flourish. 
Just how widespread tho 


practice has become it would b« hard 
to say, but there are a number of base- 
ment tenement rooms in "Little It»iy" 
devoted to it, and the manufacturers 
of antique bottle trimmings apparent- 
ly find u market for all their wares. 


Th« method is simple in tho extreme. 


The small spider that hRur.tt the teno- 
meni rafters and delights In taking 
posx-'s.slon of the windows 
in aban- 


doned stores Is the chief medium in the 
aging process, for he is an Industrious 
individual and will spin a web any- 
where and almost unlimited quantities 
of it If he Is given the proper encour- 
agement in tho way of food.

They are printed 
on a tiny hand press kept especially for 
this purpose, and the aging • establish- 
ment has a collection of blocks to sim- 
ulate a dozen different labels, some of 
them clever forgeries of the older well 
known brands and some made up In 
antique lettering, out of the inner con- 
sciousness of the young Italian mem- 
jber of the firm, who does this artistic 
wood-cut work, with a cheap set' of 
wood engrax-ers' tools, adding to the 
collection from time to time, as fancy 
ior the demands of the trade require.

Mellowing the Labels. 


The labels arc printed in cheap ink 


that will not stand too well, anyhow, 
but the artists do not trust to this

eration. Then the labels arc pas'.cd 
and the bottle Is iVady for the finish- 
ing touches. This consists <n dipping 
them In a buc>*t c«f water and allow- 
ing them to drain without wiping. Be- 
fore they are quite dry they are dusted 
very lightly *Ith a mixture of .wood 
ashes and the very finest 
dry 
saw- 


dust The result Is that the damp bot- 
tle catches and holds a light film of 
impalpable dust such as It would ac- 
quire only by year* of cellar life. 


The final act Is performed by the 


spiders. The bottl«* are placed In a 
'narrow basket, and two or three ener- 
getic spiders put m with them. The 
dusty surface of the bottle offers an 
excellent Inducement for them to work, 
and It usually takes only a few hours 
for the bottle to get the'most artistic 
suttfstlon of cob-webbed ag«.

Cheaper Way*. 


'While this .process of making a 


hijh-grade whisky Is infinitely cheaper 
than aging good liquor for fifteen yean • 
in the wood, U i» still too expensive for 
use in the cheap grogg*ri«Mj of a groat 
city. The foi iwulivw of tho different 
manufacturers for putting up eight, 
ten or fifteen- year-old liquor are trade, 
secrets, but *H«y all depend In a gen- 
eral way on the KUMO In^itdients. Tha 
alcohol U furnished 
by high-proof 


spirits, generally known M high wines. 
The color is. obtained by the addition 
of caramel, prune juice, or some sim- 
ilar agent, while a very small addition 
of glyoerln gives the "bead" that is on» 
of the first signs that an amateur ex- 
pert looks for aa he tips hla glass up 
at an angle and wutcbes the suspicion 
of olliness where the .liquor clings to 
the side. There are certain essential 
oils that give the finishing touches to 
the work of counterfeiting, but they ar« 
in microscopic quantities for tho nosn 
and palate of the real expert. And it 
is said by those In the business that *t 
takes a most expert whisky man to tell 
the good "synthetic whisky" from th* 
genuine article ten years In the wood. 


In making up the American exhibit 


for Paris tha Agricultural department 
was most careful about this feature of 
the display, and while there was it 
large number of "synthetic whiskies" 
in the exhibit, their makers were com- 
pelled to plainly 'clnrslfy them as such, 
so that there was no misunderstanding 
*s to their -status in the exhibit, and 
no unfair advantage was taken of- tha 
exhibitors of genuine distilled'liquors.

He Is making already In his fac- 


tory, where twenty-four men are 
kept busily employed, milk, butter, 
caselne. cheese and a fine, §weet 
syrup that may be used even for 
preserving; farinaceous cakes and 
other varieties of foods that appeal 
to tha eye and to the tasta 


That the humble and popular 


bean, of nil vegetables, should re- 
real Itself a substitute to the high- 
priced and overworked cow IB not 
surprising once oa has the idea fixed 
that It la possible to transmute vege- 
table into animal matter outside the 
animal laboratory known as Its di- 
gestive tract 


Beans have long been celebra'-d

without first being fed to and digest- 
ed by a cow or a goat.
